For 20 years or 
more Benes, as Foreign Seoretary 
er President cf Czechoslovakia, 
had been ¢he faithful ally of 
France emd friend of the Wes'ern 
Pcwers, while at the same time 
maintaining a unéque association 
with Statin. 


When France and Britain 
sacrificed Czechoslovatsia, and 
le‘er when on the eve of the war 
Ribbensrop made his agreement 
with Molatov, Benes was a very 
lomely man. But then, afier a 
fengihy Imerval, came Hitler’s 
attack on Russia, and all Benes’s 
common stock with the Soviets 
came again into full validity. 
Russia might well ‘have fought 
Germany abzut Czechoslovakia in 
1938. Anyhow, boh were now 
under the game crue] lach.

Residents in the Peak area have received a 
circular from the Director of Public Works appeal- 


ing for

a reduction in water consumption. ; 
DPW warns that unless there is an immediate 


reduction in consumption of water in the areas men- 


tioned in his circular, 
special 
those areas. 


The text cf the circular reads: 

The imposition of more severe 
restrictions in the hours of 
supply on October 12, 1951. has 
produced generally satisfactory 
results except for the area of 
the Peak supply. 

Over the whole Colony there 
has been a reduction of about 
10 per cent in the dafly con- 
sumpticn, whereas for the Peak 
area instead of a reduction, 
there has actually been a slight 
increase in consumption. 

The storage reservoirs supply-~ 
ing water for the Peak and 
West Central districts are fall- 
ing more rapidly than the 
other reervoirs, despite all 
efforts to restrict the area 
supphed therefrom, and it 
Impossible to augment 
supply from other sources. 

DISTRICTS NAMED 
is imperative that there 
be a.decrease in the 
consumption of water in the 
folicwing districts: (a) Peak, 
west of Magazine Gap (b) Mid

sary to take it. 

It is therefore hoped that as 
a result of this circular the 
excessive waste which is now 
occurring will cease, and that 
there will be a marked reduc- 
tion in the consumption of water 
in consequence. 

Inspections are being canried 
out throughout the area and 
your co-operaiion is requested 
in any action required by the 
Water Authority to the end of 
conserving water.
